Army Scheel Students 
Held for Summer Duty 


The shortage of commissioned per- 
sonnel to carry out the regular training 
programs of the Army has led the War 
Department to regulate the opening and 
closing dates of general and special ser- 
vice schools so as to make their personnel 
available for two months training duty 
each Summer. 

In a letter issued this week, it was an- 
nounced that the Department will expect 
all student officers and a number of offi- 
cers equal to half the staff and faculty 
to be available for summer duty. 

The need for these officers is particu 
larly keen, it is said, in the conduct of 
the Army field maneuvers and the Com 
mand Post exercises where many um- 
pires are required in addition to those 
officers actually participating in staff 
work and the handling of troops. 

The text of the Department’s letter 
follows: 

“1. With a view to relieving the short- 
age of officers on duty with troops dur- 
ing the intensive summer training period 
the following policies are announced. 

“9 Effective for the academic year 
1938-1939 the regular courses at all gen- 
eral and special service schools except 
the Air Corps Engineering School, the 
Air Corps Technical School, and the 
Schools of the Air Corps Training Center, 
and the Medical Field Service School, 
will begin on or after September 15 and 
close on or before June 20, 

“3. The Command and General Staff 
School and the special service schools of 
the arms, except the Air Corps Engineer-

Senate Chairman Plans 
Navy Promotion Study 


Senator David I. Walsh said this week 
that the Senate Naval Committee would 
make a study of the naval selection ques 
tion early in the regular session of Con 
gress looking to the passage of legisla 
tion prior to adjournment next Summer. 

“T have discussed the selection question 
with many officers,” the Naval Committee 
Chairman said, “and I am impressed that 
there is a need for changes in the existing 
system. The committee will study the 
matter during the regular session, inde 
pendent of any action by the House Naval 
Committee, and I look forward to the en 
actment of legislation during the session.” 

Asked if this means public hearings, 
Senator Walsh said that naval officials 
would be called before the committee and 
that the question of whether or not to 
hear outside witnesses would be up to the 
committee. As to whether naval officials 
would be heard in open or closed hear 
ings, he said that his own inclination 
would be to have them public but that 
if Navy Department officials asked to 
speak privately, he would oblige them. 
The committee will probably not take up 
any measures of importance during the 
special session, he indicated. 

Senator Walsh said that he had de 
cided not to introduce a selection bill 
himself as he had tentatively decided last 
Summer. Rather, he continued, he feels 
that the Navy Department should pro 
pose changes. 

“T am going to suggest changes and 
confer with Departmental officials with 
the hope that legislation may be drafted

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Pay Increases Sought 
By Secretary Woodring 


In a strong report setting forth the 
progress and needs of the Army in per- 
sonnel and matériel. Secretary Woodring 
this week urged that consideration be 
given to the upward revision of pay 
schedules of junior officers and enlisted 
men. 

“With returning prosperity and with 
the need for rigid economy somewhat less 
acute,” Mr. Woodring said in his report 
to the President, “consideration should be 
given to a _ revision upward of pay 
schedules, particularly for enlisted men 
and junior officers. The base pay of en- 
listed men of the Army is $21 per month, 
while that of the young men enrolled in 
the Civilian Conservation Corps is $30 per 
month. While the base pay of enlisted 
men in the Navy is $21, this rate pertains 
only to recruits of less than 3 months’ 
service. Seamen who have completed 
training receive a minimum of $36 per 
month, With the increased necessity for 
soldiers of higher intelligence, more ad- 
vanced education and greater skill, a bet 
ter pay scale in the Army ts clearly in 
dicated, Steps should be taken to provide 
reasonable compensation for enlisted men 
injured or suffering other permanent dis 
abilities incident to their military ser 
vice. The restoration of the reenlistment 
allowance for career soldiers is urgently 
recommended.” 

Service Efficient 

The Secretary asserted in his report 
that although the United States Army is 
now more efficient than at any time in its 
peacetime history, nevertheless it is 
relatively weaker, compared with armies 


of other great countries, than it was a 
year ago, 

As an insurance against attack, Mr, 
Woodring expressed a belief that our 


armed forces should be further strength- 
ened by “slightly increasing the number 
of officers and enlisted men and, more 
especially, by accelerating our program of 
reequipping our present Army with the 
latest and best in transportation, means 
of communication, and weapons.” 
Recommendations 

Secretary Woodring’s recommendations 
were as follows: 

“As measures by which the strength and 
efliciency of our military establishment 


may be enhanced during the next few 
years I wish to submit the following 


recommendations : 

“The number of commissioned officers 
of the Regular Army should be increased 
by about 2,300 to approximately 14,500 
This should be done by adding about 500 
officers each year for 4 or 5 years. These 
new officers should selected from 
qualified junior officers of the Reserve 
Corps as the number commissioned an 
nually from the Military Academy will 
be required to fill normal vacancies 

“The enlisted strength of the Regular 
Army should be recruited up to the 
authorized strength of 165,000, and main 
tained at that strength during the next

year. Additional enlisted men are re 
quired principally in the Air Corps and to 
fill antiaircraft regiments of the Coast 
Artillery Corps.

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The bill recently introduced by Senators LaFollette and Capper along the lines 
of the one long sponsored by Representative Ludlow, requiring a national referendum 
before the United States can enter any foreign war, has become an issue on the 
editorial pages of the country, and doubtless a great many words will be written 
pro and con the proposal, Below are a few excerpts from American papers com- 
menting on the proposed legislation. 


“The proposed constitutional amendment making it mandatory to submit any 
proposed declaration of war to a vote of the people, ought to be passed by congress 
and sent to the states for ratification.” That is the flat statement that heads an 
editorial in the Milwaukee, Wisec., Leader, “If there had been a referendum on war 
in 1917, the United States never would have gone into the World War. The people 
were propagandized into favoring the war. Still later—after the war was over and 
the sacrifices of men and money had been made—they discovered how they had been 
bamboozled.” 


The Minneapolis, Minn., 7'ribune, questions the effectiveness of the measure com- 
menting, “The amendment, obviously, would tend to delay a declaration of war, but 
in a national emergency speed is the very essence of the situation and delay could 
easily prove fatal. But even this chance might be worth risking if war, in the end, 
would be rendered less likely by submitting the issues of war to the people. 

“The trouble is that the people, in an emergency, are quite as incapable of objec- 
tive thinking as congress, and are impelled by exactly the same emotions. It is simply 
a question, in such times, whether we shall let Tweedledee or Tweedledum decide on 
war. In either event, there is every reason to believe, the result would be the sume. But 
do we want to take time out to argue, when a crisis confronts us, whether Tweedledee 
or Tweedledum shail cast the vote?” 


“Objections present themselves,” says the Boston, Mass., 7'ranscript, “Foremost 
is the danger attendant upon delay in finding out the will of the people. The other 
party would not sit in idleness while a war-or-no-war campaign was conducted in this 
country. It might hope that the American people would vote for peace, but it would 
not be likely to take that result for granted, 

“It is a consideration that apparently troubles Senator Capper. He meets the 
difficulty with the assurance that ‘the referendum can be held if necessary within 
three days. This is a shorter time than congress took to decide on war in 1917,’ It 
will impress many that a people which voted for war so hastily might live to regret 
their action, Nations like men may act in the heat of anger. To say that a people have 
a right to decide for themselves whether they shall go to war is one thing. To assume 
that they would always decide wisely is quite a different thing. 

“In fact it may be urged that a congress charged with its present responsibility 
might act less impulsively than a nation in a state of excitement. Granted that the

Training of Reserves 

“At least 30,000 Reserve officers should 
be given two weeks’ active duty training 
each year, This number is in addition to 
those on extended active duty with the 
Regular Army and the Civilian Conserva- 
tion Corps. 

“The number of youths receiving train- 
ing at citizens’ military training camps 
each year should be increased from 30,000 
to 50,000, Many more young men apply 
for this training than can be accom- 
modated at the camps each year, The ad- 
ditional expenditure required is well war- 
ranted by the results attained, 

“The reenlistment allowance of career 
soldiers should be restored. This allow- 
ance which was granted to soldiers for 
many years was withdrawn a few years 
ugo as un economy measure, Pay reduc- 
tions and other features of economy legis- 
lation have become inoperative, but the 
withdrawal of the reenlistment allowance 
remains in force. 

“Provision should be made for adequate 
compensation for career soldiers suffering 
disability incident to their military ser- 
vice, Occasionally soldiers of long service 
are injured or otherwise incapacitated 
in line of duty and thus prevented from 
serving the necessary length of time to 
qualify for retired pay. In equity suitable 
provision should be made in such cases, 

“There should be at least 120,000 active 
Reserve officers available for assignment. 
This strength may be best obtained 





“The present policy of aircraft pro- 
curement should be continued in order 
that we may reach and maintain a 
strength of 2,320 modern serviceable 
planes by 1940. 

“The program of modernizing the equip- 
ment of all components of the Army 
should be accelerated in order that we 
may quickly improve and expand such 
organizations as the Air Corps, the anti- 
aircraft artillery, and seacoast defenses. 
New and improved weapons, transporta- 
tion, and means of communications should 
be procured at increased rates in order 
that the orderly rearmament and reequip- 
ment of our combat units may proceed as 
rapidly as budgetary limitations will per- 
mit. 

“A new War Department building 
should be begun if at all possible within 
the next year and completed as soon as 
practicable, 

“Construction of barracks, quarters, 
and other essential facilities at Army 
posts should receive a high priority in the 
Government building program,” 


Text of Report 

In his report Secretary Woodring said : 

Both in its military and nonmilitary ae- 
tivities the War Department has made marked 
advances during the fiscal year which closed 
on June, 30, 1937. 

The foremost duty of the War Department 
is to provide for the national defense, Hence 
it is primarily concerned with the organiza- 
tion, training, and equipment of the United 
States Army. It also has numerous other

From the New York Herald Tribune, “However sound they may be in both 
morals and logic, the proposed constitutional amendment offered by Senators (apper 
and LaFollette, providing for a declaration of war by a majority vote in a luttional 
referendum, are chiefly significant as showing how remote this country really feels 
itself to be from the realities of war and war dangers. Nations whose skies iay be 
filled tomorrow with the roaring wings of destruction, or where the mobilization 
notice is a vivid imaginative fact, do not talk about a popular referenda on the 
subject. 

“Should this amendment be adopted, one fears that the result would be much liky 
that of the Kellog pact. If it made it practically difficult to declare war when the 
crisis came, the fighting would merely be carried on under another name witil thy 
situation became so serious that the referendum would be hardly more than a pio 
forma piece of propaganda,” 


“Is this country, or any country, yet ready to toss these explosive problems ty 
the hands of the public at large?’ asks the Allentown, Pa., Chronicle and Neirs, “y 
is very true that the men in the ranks do the dirty work in time of war. The army 
with poor generals is not considered a good army. That is the brutal part of war 
The men in the ranks pay for the mistakes of the few in the officers’ tents and the 
government back home. 

“Perhaps if the people of the United States would exercise more care in choosing 
the right sort of men to represent them in the halls of congress, the day might come 
when the public can place complete confidence in their judgement.” 

The Omaha, Neb., World-Herald writes, “Whether the referendum would iy 
practice serve as a check upon war, however, is doubtful. That view implies a belief 
that our government has in the past drawn us into war against our will: that a 
referendum at some time in the past would have blocked a declaration of war. Such 
is not the case. There can be no doubt that in 1917 a majority of our people approved 
# declaration of war. The ‘little group of willful men’ led by Senator LaFollette and 
Norris unquestionably represented a sizeable minority against war, but it was a 
minority. A referendum in 1917 would have upheld the war. 

“Perhaps we are wiser now. Perhaps our determination to avoid war has grow 
so strong that it would resist the emotional pressure that always develops when wa 
lurks over the horizon. Perhaps. What we have to fear is not an attempt by indi 
viduals to draw us into war, but a recurrence of those conditions under which the 
whole nation would indorse war.”

With actual and threatened conflicts shat 
tering or endangering the peace of at least 
one-fourth of the people of the world, Ameri- 
can citizens are naturally concerned for our 
own peace and security. While the War De- 
partment is not charged with the conduct of 
foreign affairs, this branch of the adminis- 
tration, together with the Navy, has the re 
sponsibility for the defense of the country 
against attack from any quarter. In an un- 
easy world, made restless by actual or po 
tential warfare, ordinary prudence suggests 
that we look to our defenses. While our Na- 
tion has no thought of aggression our people 
very properly expect that our territory shall 
be protected against the aggression of others. 

Under these circumstances IT am happy to 
report that the United States Army is now 
more efficient than at any time in its peace 
time history. Modest additions in personnel 
heve been made, Material improvements in all 
types of equipment have been effected. Ad- 
vances in training methods have been accom- 
plished, The morale and efficiency of the 
troops of the Regular Army, the National 
Guard, and the Organized Reserves are at a 
high point.

Honor Admiral Dewey 


The memory of Admiral George Dewey 
was honored in the Senate and House 
Dec. 1 when Senator Austin and Repre- 
gentative Plumley, of Vermont, paid 
tribute to the hero of Manila Bay. The 
Governor of Vermont, where Admiral 
Dewey was born, has issued a proclama- 
tion setting aside the month of Decem- 
per for observance of the centennial of 
the Admiral’s birth. 


At the United States Naval Academy 
midshipmen paraded in full dress in 
memory of the Admiral who was gradu- 
ated there in 1858. 


Representative Plumley, a former 
president of Norwich University where 
Admiral Dewey attended before going to 
Annapolis, extolled the Naval hero, say- 
ing: 

“The rise of Admiral George Dewey to fame, 
Mr. Speaker, was not an accident, neither 
was it the result of favoring contingencies, 
but the result of a great character uncon- 
sclously combining with a situation in which 
his country had, as if thoughtfully, placed 
him in its hour of trial. This is the only 
legitimate method of human greatness. This 
ig the only greatness which is neither envied 
nor denied by those who cannot achieve it. 


“All his life had been a preparation for 
just the opportunity that came to him. Do 
you know that when other officers of his 
grade were suggested for the command of the 
Asiatic Squadron in 1897 no one cared for the 
assignment? It was offered to Dewey, who 
accepted it, not because he wanted to go, nor 
because he could or did forsee an opportunity 
to win renown and undying fame, but be- 
cause he believed, as he always had told 
others, that ‘an officer should always be ready 
for any duty which may be required of him.’ 


“In naval circles the world around it is 
agreed that the victory at Manila Bay es- 
tablished the rank of Admiral George Dewey 
among those most distinguished naval heroes 
of all times, ‘waged,’ as the battle was, ‘with 
the utmost gallantry and skill without error, 
and crowned with overwhelming success.’ 


“George Dewey, Mr. Speaker, the one hun- 
dredth anniversary of whose birth we are 
observing today, whose accomplishments are 
the possession and proud heritage of us all, 
was a typical son of the State of his nativity. 
From a humble and unpretentious home 
among those little green hills and valleys 
which he loved; he walked out to do his duty 
and, as a consequence, to change the course 
of the circle of empires, open the door of op- 
portunity to and determine the destiny of 
millions of men relieved from the bondage 
and oppression of centuries, remake the map, 
and write a new chapter in the history of the 
world. He came back to us the same modest 
gentleman, unspoiled by triumph, though he 
came a8 conquerors come—he came back not 
‘creeping into port a wreck, with broken 
masts and rudder gone,’ but ‘with flags fly- 
ing, under full sail, strong for other voyages 
to other seas,’ and down the long years he 
will be remembered for what he did and was, 
and his name will be found written high on 
the honor roll of the world—written on the 
architrave, tablet, and pedestal with the 
tames of Nelson and Decatur and Farragut 
and there it will forever be found throughout 
all the splendid history of the days to come.” 





Endorses Auto Allowance 


Representative Plumley, R. of Vt., de- 
dared this week that personnel of the 
Armed Services should be compensated 
by the Government when their duties re 
quire them to use their private auto- 
Mobile on official business. 

“I notice that Rear Admiral Andrews, 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, called 
attention in his annual report to the fact 
that practically all officers own auto 
Mobiles and usually have to use them on 
Government business,” said Congressman 
Plumley, a member of the House subcom- 
mittee on naval appropriations.

A new safety belt for pilots, which it is 
hoped will materially reduce the number 
of fatalities in aircraft accidents, has 
been devised by the Air Corps and will 
be issued for service test. 

The new gear is a harness, which, fit- 
ting over the shoulders of pilots, is de- 
signed to prevent them from being thrown 
forward in plane crashes and striking 
their heads against the instrument board 
or controls. It is the result of experi- 
ments in progress for more than a year 
in an effort to prevent this type of acci- 
dent, found to be by far the most pre- 
valent cause of aviation deaths and in- 
juries. 

Lt. Col. Maleom C. Grow, MC, USA, 
Chief Flight Surgeon, Office of the Chief 
of Air Corps, in reviewing reports of all 
Army aircraft accidents, noted that many 
serious cranial injuries resulted to pilots 
and observers from minor crashes. Find- 
ing many cases of serious injury or death 
occurring in accidents in which there was 
only slight damage to the plane, Colonel 
Grow determined that in practically all 
cases there was a fracture of the skull 
caused by the head being thrown forward 
and striking some solid object in the 
cockpit. He therefore suggested that the 
Physiological Research Laboratory, Ma- 
terial Division, Wright Field, Ohio, care- 
fully analyze all accidents for the year 
1935, and the analysis revealed the start- 
ling conclusion that 94.1 per cent of all 
injuries to personnel in airplanes (cock- 
pit injuries) involved the head and neck. 

As a result of this disclosure, steps 
were immediately taken to devise a pro-

tective harness which would eliminate a 
large portion of such injuries. Three fea- 
tures were deemed essential in devising 
such a belt, ie., it should be easily re- 
moved, it should not be an encumbrance 
in handling the controls, and it should be 
solidly fixed so as it would not fail in a 
sharp crash. The gear developed is be- 
lieved to have these requirements. It can 
be removed with the same ease and in the 
same motion that the present belt is re- 
leased. It can be loosened and tightened 
with one pull of a lever, and it is firmly 
fixed to the body of the plane. 

The harness would ordinarily be worn 
loose while in the air, it is explained, and 
only tightened so as to hold the body in 
position when landing or when perform- 
ing acrobatic and other violent maneuver- 
ing involved in pursuit flying. One ob- 
jection raised was that with the torso 
held rigid the crash might snap the pilot’s 
neck and break it. Flight surgeons are of 
the opinion, however, that the muscles of 
the neck are strong enough to prevent 
any such occurrance. High hopes are 
held for the success of the safety gear in 
that it will prevent the fatalities, serious 
fractures and disfigured faces which too 
often have been the result of minor crack- 
ups. Another advantage claimed for the 
harness is that it will be valuable in 
keeping pilots oriented and their hands 
and feet firmly on the controls during 
acrobatic flying. 

If service tests prove the belt a success, 
it is expected that civilian aviation, as it 
has so often in the past, will install the 
Air Corps device as regular equipment 
in civil aircraft.

The Naval Historical Foundation an- 
nounced this week that it anticipated 
many valuable additions to its collection 
of John Paul Jones relics, being gathered 
for installation in the John Paul Jones 
House at Fredericksburg, Va., which is 
being purchased by the Foundation. 

The Foundation is desirous of obtain- 
ing information as to the existence and 
location of Jones relics. Already several 
offers have been received, including a set 
of chinaware used by the Naval leader 
and now owned by Mrs. Emily Crane 
Chadbourne. 

The Foundation is now writing to all 
senior officers of the Navy, soliciting sub- 
scriptions, and expects to begin a canvas 
of the junior officers shortly after the 
first of the year. It was stated that sub- 
scriptions are hoped for from reserve 
officers and ship’s welfare funds, 

The Foundation was informed this 
week of the existence of a gold medal pre- 
sented to John Paul Jones by the King of 
France in recognition of his work in the 
Revolutionary War. Jones fitted out at 
French ports during the war, and based 
his flagship, the Bon Homme Richard 
there. 

The Foundation is also interested in 
the preservation of the Stephen Decatur 
house, facing Lafayette Square in Wash- 
ington, D. C., and is making efforts to 
assure the upkeep of the building built 
by Decatur. The Decatur house is now 
occupied by Mrs. Truxtun Beale, widow 
of Mr. Truxton Beale, son of Commodore 
Truxton Beale, USN. 





General Brown Retires 

Maj. Gen. Arthur W. Brown, who 
started his military career nearly 40 
years ago as a private in the Field Artil- 
lery and who rose to be The Judge Advo- 
eate General of the Army, was retired 
from active service on Tuesday, Nov. 30. 

Born at Davenport, Iowa, Nov. 9, 1873, 
General Brown was graduated from Cor- 
nell University, with an LL.B. degree in 
1897 and enlisted in the Utah Light Artil- 
lery the next year. He served as a pri- 
vate, corporal and sergeant, in Battery 
A, until Aug. 16, 1899. During this period 
he served in the Philippines, engaging In 
several actions during the Spanish- 
American War. He was appointed a 
second Heutenant of Infantry, Regular 
Army, on Dee. 1, 1899, and accepted his 
commission Jan, 22, 1900, 

General Brown's first service as a com- 
missioned officer in the Regular Army 
was at Governor’s Island, where he was 
on duty until March 31, 1900, when he 
sailed for the Philippine Islands. Upon 
his arrival there he joined the 4th Infan- 
try, later transferring to the 27th Infan- 
try. While in the Philippines he served 
at numerous posts, and participated in 
many engagements, 

General Brown sailed for France in 
May, 1918, with the 78th Division, and 
served with that organization until July 
4, 1918. He was Judge Advocate, 3rd 
Army Corps to Oct. 24, 1918; Judge Advo- 
cate, Ist Army, to Jan. 11, 1919; and 
Chief Claims Officer, Rents, Requisitions 
and Claims Service in France and Ger- 
many, to March 12, 1920. While serving 
in France he participated in the Aisne- 
Marne, Oise-Aisne, and Meuse-Argonne 
Offensives. 

General Brown served at Tacna Arica, 
Chile, from Dec, 2, 1925 to July 6, 1926. 
He was Legal Adviser to the Chairman, 
National Board of Elections, Nicaragua. 
He served in the Office Chief of Staff, War 
Department, during which time he was 
detailed on special duty with the League 
of Nations and ordered to South America 
for the purpose of administering the 
Territory of Leticia. Upon his return to 
the United States he assumed the duties 
of The Judge Advocate General, to which 
position he had been appointed on Dec. 
1, 1933.

Pending the printing of changes in AR 
210-50, Dec. 31, 1934, paragraphs 11 an@

11. Disbursements. 

c. Use of voluntary contributions.—With re. 
spect to voluntary contributions to a fund, ng 
agreements between the donors and the cug. 
todian will be made which extend the time 
for expenditure beyond a 30-day limit, exeept 
that money donated to a chaplain’s fund for 
specific purposes other than those set forth 
in paragraph 4c will be disbursed in accord- 
ance with the expressed wishes of the donorg 
without limit as to time.

To Curtail CCC 


Establishment of the Civilian Conserva- 
tion Corps on a lower permanent basis 
after July 1, has been proposed by the 
Administration in connection with its 
economy drive, it was learned this week. 


While definite figures have not yet 
been presented to the House Appropria- 
tions Committee by the Bureau of the 
Budget, congressmen stated that the cut 
would probably amount to some 75,000 
enrollees and 300 camps. This would pro- 
vide a CCC next year of from 225,000 to 
250,000 enrollees. Reduction in the num- 
ber of enrollees and camps would mean 
that a cut of approximately one thousand 
in the number of Reserve officers on 
active duty. 


Three hundred and fifty million dollars 
was appropriated for the CCC this year, 
permitting a strength of 315,000, includ- 
ing Indiana and territorials. Ten per 
cent of this sum has been withheld and 
will not be spent, requiring that begin- 
ning Jan. 1, 1938, the Corps be reduced 
to slightly less than 300,000. Two hun- 
dred and forty-five camps were discon- 
tinued in October and 104 will be aban- 
doned this month.

and passed.” 

The Massachusetts Senator declined to 
comment on the Vinson bill, the measure 
prepared by the Bureau of Navigation, 
which is the Navy Department’s answer 
to the demand for selection reform. Last 
Summer, however, he indicated that it 
did not satisfy him. From his study of 
the question, thus far, he feels that three 
changes at least should be made in the 
existing system. 

“IT am more convinced than ever,” Sena- 
tor Walsh declared, “of the necessity of 
providing a longer period of probation 
for officers on original appointment. And 
secondly, I believe that there should be 
some means of eliminating officers who 
have failed to make good in the lower 
grades other than by retirement. The 
number of such officers are few, but there 
should be some distinction made between 
them and officers who are retired as a 
reward for faithful and efficient service, 
who cannot be promoted because of the 
limit on the number of officers required 
in the upper grades. 

“And thirdly, I am giving study to the 
question of what can be done to retain in 
the service and promote more of the 
capable officers than is possible under the 
present system.” 

Senator Walsh said that he had dis- 
cussed the selection problem, informally, 
with many officers of all ranks during 
his visit to the West Coast and the Fleet 
this Fall, and that he found “universal 
interest in the matter and many helpful 
suggestions.” Practically all officers, he 
said, including flag officers, were of the 
opinion that changes for the better could 
be made. 

Discussing his trip, during which he in- 
epected the Fleet and the shore establish- 
ments at San Diego and Mare Island, 
Calif., Senator Walsh said that he had 
been convinced of the need for additional 
shore facilities on the West Coast. 

“I made my first visit aboard an air- 
craft carrier,” he said, “And I came back 
strongly in favor of passing the bill pro- 
posed by the Navy Department to recon- 
dition the carriers Saratoga and Lexing- 
ton at a cost of sixteen million dollars. 
I was impressed very favorably with the 
Naval Air Station, San Diego, but I feel 
that we must provide proper facilities for 
supplying and providing repair bases not 
only for fleet aircraft but the surface ves- 
sels as well. 

“The question of the site of the pro- 
posed naval supply depot on San Fran- 
cisco Bay was given special attention. I 
inspected the sites under consideration 
and expect that we will make a decision 
between Oakland and San Francisco at 
the next session. I also visited the site 
of the new air base at Alameda, which 
Congress authorized last year.” 

What are the Navy’s principal needs 
at present, Senator Walsh was asked? 

“The needs of the Navy are still 
numerous,” he replied, “The question is 
—how much can we spend. The immedi- 
ate needs are for the development of 
shore facilities on the West Coast as long 
as the Fleet is to continue to base there, 
and to go on with the building program. 
It is to be expected that battleship re- 
placements must be made as the present 
ones become obsolete and Great Britain 
proceeds with replacements of her capi- 
tal ships.” 





General Williams Takes Office 


The Major General Commandant of the 
Marine Corps, Maj. Gen. Thomas Hol- 
comb, administered the oath of office as 
Quartermaster of the Marine Corps, Dec. 
1 to Col. Seth Williams, USMC, at the 
Naval Hospital, Washington, D. C., where 
Colonel Williams is being treated for 
bronchitis. 

Colonel Seth Williams, who was com- 
missioned in the accompanying rank of 
Brigadier General, USMC, relieved Brig. 
Gen. Hugh Matthews, USMO, who retired 
from active duty the same day after 
thirty-seven years service in the United 
States Marine Corps. 








Begin Alameda Air Base 


The Navy will start construction on its 
new Pacific Coast Air Base at Alameda, 
Oalif. immediately, officials in Washing- 
ton said this week. 

The project, which has been under 
negotiation for the last seven years, was 
cleared of its last obstruction this week 
when the Mayor of the City of Alameda 
gave fee simple title to the Navy for the 
sum of $1.00. The establishment of the 
air base had been held up by difficulties 
encountered in obtaining clear title to the 
property, the Curtis Wright Aircraft 
Corporation having a lease on the prop- 
erty. Although willing to give up the 
tract, the Company wanted the Navy to 
purchase several buildings they had con- 
structed, two hangars and an administra- 
tion building, Prohibited by Congress 
from purchasing the buildings out of the 
money appropriated, the Navy was 
blocked until Alameda authorities came 
forward and purchased them from the 
Wright Corporation. 

A one million dollar appropriation for 
development ef the field was obtained 
from Congress in the last appropriation 
bill, and Navy officials said that the 
money was available to start construction 
immediately. It is estimated that the 
station will cost about nine million dol- 
lars when completed, and that construc- 
tion will extend over a period of five 
years. Much filling in of tidal land will 
be necessary, and retaining walls and 
bulkheads will have to be built. The new 
base will include the former Benton 
Field, an Army air field adjoining the 
Alameda tract recently transferred to the 
Navy by executive order. 

The Alameda base will be approxi- 
mately the same size as the Naval Air 
Station at San Diego, and it is planned 
that three aircraft carriers of the fleet 
will be assigned to each base. Two patrol 
plane squadrons will be stationed at 
Alameda, and the personnel of the sta- 
tion will incorporate fifty officers and 625 
enlisted men. 

Under present plans, about 150 civilians 
will be employed in the construction in 
the first year with the number increasing 
to 600 for the succeeding four years. 
When the station is in full commission, 
about 900 civilians will be employed. 

From the Navy’s viewpoint, the Ala- 
meda base is the most desirable site on 
the West Coast. In topography it is al- 
most identical with the San Diego sta- 
tion, with long runways, unobstructed 
and capable of being kept free from ob- 
structions. The base will be almost an 
island, connected to the mainland by a 
very narrow tract of land. 

The San Diego station is badly over- 
crowded, and an additional West Coast 
base has been sorely needed by the Navy 
for many years. 

No estimate has been made as to how 
much money the Navy will ask for in its 
next appropriation bill for carrying on 
the work, but it is understood that a pro- 
base as soon as practicable. 
gram has been worked out and that there 
will bé no lack of funds to complete the 
base as soon as practicable. 





Navy Mutual Aid

Right to Sell Alcoholic Beverages 


The State of Virginia having made the 
sale of alcoholic beverages legal, the con- 
trol of such sales on Naval Reservations 
in the State must be exercised by the 
Secretary of the Navy and sales agencies 
on such reservations are not required to 
obtain state licenses and they may import 
such beverages from without the state, it 
is held by the Judge Advocate General of 
the Navy. 

The Judge Advocate, in ruling on the 
applicability to sales of alcoholic bever- 
ages by officers’ clubs, post exchanges, 
and similar agencies located on naval 
reservations in Virginia, said: 

Section 289 of the United States Criminal 
Code, as amended June 20, 1935 (49 Stat. 304; 
18 U. 8. C., Supp. 468) provides: 

“Whoever, within the territorial limits of 
any State, organized Territory, or District, 
but within or upon any of the places now 
existing or hereafter reserved or acquired, 
described in section 272 of the Criminal Code 
(U. 8. C. title 18, sec. 451), shall do or omit 
the doing of any act or thing which is not 
made penal by any laws of Congress, but 
which if committed or omitted within the 
jurisdiction of the State, Territory, or Dis- 
trict in which such place is situated, by the 
laws thereof in force on April 1, 1935, and 
remaining in force at the time of the doing 
or omitting the doing of such act or thing, 
would be penal, shall be deemed guilty of 
a like offense and be subject to a like pun- 
ishment.” 

In the application of this section the Navy 
Department is of the opinion that a State is 
without authority to determine whether penal 
statutes adopted by Congress should or 
should not apply to Government reservations, 
and accordingly the Virginia Alcoholic Bev- 
erage Control Act which governs the sale of 
alcoholic beverages and prescribes penalties 
for violation thereof is without effect insofar 
as it provides that “the provisions of this 
act shall not be construed to prevent * * * the 
sale of beer in or through canteens or post 
exchanges on United States reservations when 
permitted by the proper authority or authori- 
ties of the United States.’ However, for other 
reasons hereinafter indicated, held: 

(1) Sale of wine and beer by officers’ clubs, 
post exchanges, ship service stores, or similar 
organizations located upon Government 
reservations is not subject to the Alcoholic 
Beverage Control Act of the State of Virginia 
so as to require such agencies to obtain 
licenses from the Virginia Alcoholic Beverage 
Control Board, nor do the acts of these agen- 
cies in selling wine and beer constitute 
offenses that are cognizable by the Federal 
authorities under the aforesaid section of the 
Criminal Code. 

(2) The provisions of the Virginia Alcoholic 
Beverage Control Act, under which distilled 
liquors may be sold only in State stores, are 
not extended by Section 289 of the Criminal 
Code to Government reservations within the 
State, for the same reasons as apply to the 
sale of wine and beer; such liquors may be 
sold by agencies located on naval reservations 
without compliance with the administrative 
control provisions of the State law; such con- 
trol as may be exercised is in the discretion 
of the Secretary of the Navy. 

(3) Naval reservations within the exclusive 
jurisdiction of the United States, located 
within the territorial limits of the State of 
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Virginia, are not places in that State withiy 
the meaning of the Twenty-first Amendment 
to the Constitution of the United States, oy 
the Act of Congress approved January 11, 1934 
(27 U. 8. C. 123) restricting transportation of 
intoxicating liquors into certain states (citing 
Surplus Trading Co. v. Cook, 281 U. 8. 647; 
Bank v. Byrum, 110 Va. 708, 67 S. E. 349; U.§ 
v. Cordy, 58 Fed. (2d) 1013). 

(4) Provisions of the Virginia Alcoh 
Beverage Control Act (secs. 49 and 58) es 
taining to the importation of alcoholic bevyey: 
ages are not made applicable by section 29 
of the Criminal Code, supra, to activities 
located on naval reservations within the ex. 
terior limits of the state which are under the 
exclusive jurisdiction of the United States, 
and can have no application to shipments 
from without the State into such reservations, 
As there is no Federal law prohibiting such 
shipments, the instrumentalities above men- 
tioned may legally purchase alcoholic bever. 
ages without the State of Virginia for resale 
on naval reservations without interference by 
the Federal or State authorities and subject 
only to such restrictions as may be imposed 
by the President or by the Secretary of the 
Navy (citing Panhandle Oil Co. v. Mississippi, 
277 U. 8. 218). 

(5) Wholesalers of beer licensed under the 
Virginia Alcoholic Beverage Control Act may 
sell and deliver beer to any of the above 
designated organizations located on naval 
reservations, even though the consignee does 
not hold a license issued by the Virgini: 
Alcoholic Beverage Control Board. Sales of 
this character are not sales within the State 
of Virginia and consequently are not pro- 
hibited by anything in the Virginia law. 

The above holdings were based upon the 
following considerations: 

(a) After repeal of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment to the Constitution, the President issued 
instructions concerning the use and sale of 
alcoholic beverages in places under naval 
jurisdiction, which instructions are ip 
corporated in the Navy Regulations (Art 
118). fo 

(b) The Secretary of the Navy 
specifically authorized ship service stores and 
post exchanges located on naval reservations 
within the territorial limits of Virginia to sell 
beer. Officers’ clubs and officers’ messes have 
general authority to sell alcoholic beverages 
of all kinds under the provisions of General 
Order No. 59, which was issued by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy amplifying the President's 
instructions. 

(c) “A State cannot legislate effectively con 
cerning matters beyond her jurisdiction and 
within territory subject only to control by 
the United States.” (Standard Oil Co. ¥ 
Calif., 291 U. 8S. 242; see also Surplus Trading 
Co. v. Cook, 281 U. S. 647; Graysburg Oil Co. 
v. Texas, 278 U. 8. 582; Panhandle Oil Co. ¥. 
Mississippi, 277 U. S. 218; United States 5 
McIntosh, 2 Fed. Supp. 244; 31 Op. Atty. Gen. 
263, 265, 282 and 294). 

(d) All naval reservations in Virginia, i 
cluding the Marine Barracks at Quantico, ate 
places acquired by purchase for the exclusive 
use of the United States and are under the 
exclusive jurisdiction of the United States 
The controlling State statute as to jurisdie- 
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tion is contained in section 19(a) of the Vir 
ginia Code, 1936 (U. 8. v. MeIntosh, 2 Fed. 
Supp. 244, 249). Amendments made by the 
general assembly of Virginia during its 1996 
session which provides that jurisdiction ist 
tained by the State for taxation, regulation a

sales of alcoholic beverages and for other 
purposes, apply only to future acquisitions— 
and are of doubtful constitutionality as the 
restrictions sought to be imposed would ap- 
rently prevent the exercise of exclusive 
jurisdiction by the United States over such 
reservations as may be acquired and would 
constitute an interference with the exercise of 

governmental functions. 

(e) Section 289 of the United States Criminal 
Code, supra, does not extend State jurisdic- 
tion over Governmental reservations. Its only 
effect is to adopt offenses created by Btate law 
in force on April 1, 1935, as Federal offenses 
punishable only in Federal courts (citing 
Western Union Telegraph Co. vy. Chiles, 214 
U. 8. 274; Crouch v. U. 8., 13 Fed. (2d) 348; 
U. 8. v. Press Publishing Co., 219 U. S. 1; 
Washington P. & C. Railway Co. v. Magruder, 
198 Fed. 218). The situation is no different 
than would have been the case had Congress 
specifically created each offense as adopted 
without any reference to state laws. 

(f) Aside from their location on Government 
property under the exclusive jurisdiction of 
the United States, officers’ messes, officers’ 
cubs, ship service stores, post exchanges and 
similar organizations constitute governmental 
instrumentalities engaged in the performance 
of governmental functions. [See CC, M. 0O.’s 
8-1935, p. 11; 12-1935, p. 7; 10-1936, p. 13; 11- 
1986, p. 6; 12-1936, p. 13; 1-1937, p. 5; 4-1937, p. 
§; 6-1937, p. 10; and 6-1937, p. 11.] 

(g) It is apparent from the authorities that 
the State of Virginia has no jurisdiction or 
control whatever over the instrumentalities 
named, and is without power to require them 
to procure a State license for the sale of 
wines and beer as required by the Virginia 
Alcoholic Beverage Control Act in cases of 
persons who sell wine and beer in the State 
(Panhandle Oil Co. v. Mississippi, supra; New 
York ex rel. Rogers v. Graves et al, 209 U. 8. 
401). 

(h) The Navy Department has heretofore 
informed the Virginia Alcoholic Beverage Con 
trol Board that it would not permit the afore- 
said instrumentalities to obtain such State 
licenses, as to do so would tend to admit 
jurisdiction of the State over the Federal 
activities which does not in fact exist. 

(i) If the offense of selling wines and beer 
without a license, which is made punishable 
by the law of Virginia, were extended to 
Government reservations under the exclusive 
jurisdiction of the United States, there would 
exist the anomalous situation that a business 
which may be conducted in the State under 
certain conditions imposed by the State could 
not, under any conditions, be conducted by a 
Government activity on a Federal reservation 
within the State, since there are no Federal 
license laws applicable to sales of alcoholic 
beverages on Government reservations in the 
State of Virginia and the requirements of the 
State law cannot be extended to activities 
on Government reservations, 


(j) The offenses contemplated by Section 
2 of the Criminal Code, supra, are those 
commonly understood crimes such as rapes, 
batteries, etc., which may be wholly consum- 
mated on a government reservation and do not 
depend upon an administrative set-up first 
being established which is controlled by state 
agencies; that section does not adopt as Fed- 
eral offenses violations of administrative 
regulations that are established by law to con- 
(rol acts made legal by state law. The State 
legislature having made the sale of alcoholic 
beverages legal, the punishments which it has 
seen fit to prescribe for violations of certain 
‘dministrative requirements to control sales 
within the State have not been adopted. The 
method of control which is necessarily differ- 
ent under the different situations existing in 
the various jurisdictions is left for other con- 
sideration. So far as concerns the sale of

ONE CANNOT READ THE ANNUAL REPORT of the Secretary of War without 
experiencing a feeling of pride in the morale of the United States Army. Under-paid 
and, in many cases, under-housed, yet Mr. Woodring states he is happy to report that 
the Establishment—and by this he means the Regular Army, the National Guard and 
the Reserves—is now more efficient than at any period in its peacetime history. 
This Secretary is no militarist; he is what may be described as a realist. This 
is shown by the expression of his conviction that with actual and threatened conflicts 
shattering or endangering the peace of at least one-fourth of the people of the world, 
ordinary prudence suggests that we look to our defenses. He does not want any huge 
increases in our strength, no engagement by the United States in the “feverish arms 
race.” But he does advocate a slight increase in the number of officers and enlisted 
men and the acceleration of our program of reequipping the Army with the latest 
and best in transportation, means of communication and weapons. That program as 
he recites, contemplates greater mechanization and motorization, and an air arm of 
2,320 planes kept practically on a war footing, because, like the Navy, it must be ready 
for instant service in an emergency. It includes also adequate anti-aircraft artillery, 
more armament and equipment for the protection of our vital harbors, larger tank 
production, and a host of other modern implements. Industry will find in the pro- 
gram an opportunity to serve as never before. Interesting as are the Secretary's 
observations and recommendations regarding the state of the Army and its ma- 
tériel needs, what will be of special interest to the Service is the concern of the 
Secretary for pay revision, especially for junior officers and enlisted men, for 
restoration of the reenlistment allowance, and for adequate compensation for 
career soldiers suffering disability incident to service. Indeed, it is evident that 
it is the human condition which obviously is closest to the Secretary’s heart. No one 
knows better than he that morale suffers from inadequate pay, from denial of pro- 
visions for the future, from living in shacks or inferior barracks, This knowledge 
has inspired him to make the direct move of recommending relief. Congress would 
be derelict if it should fail to grant it, 


THH NAVAL SELECTION BOARD TO PICK officers for promotion to the 
grades of Rear Admiral and Captain is now sitting in Washington. It is one of a 
succession of Boards which have been engaged in like work both for the Navy and 
the Marine Corps. All of them have been aware that the system under which they 
are operating is doomed, and that the time is approaching when it will be sharply 
modified in order to eradicate injustice. Yet they are bound to the wheel of law, and 
whether they like it or not they are forced by its turning to advance cogs that in 
their judgment are valuable for greater service, and to discard many others which, 
still in their judgment, have less capability. The sitting Board is considering selec- 
tions from the class of 1905, a class of some 40 officers which has the general reputa- 
tion of comprising outstanding naval executives. It is not known how far down the 
list the Board will go in its search for Flag material, but it is possible for it to take 
under review the records of 200 officers. It cannot choose more than seven of them 
for the grade of Rear Admiral. The class of 1910, consisting also of some 40 officers, 
will be under examination to determine who shall be selected for promotion to the 
grade of captain, and the Board is likely to enter the class of 1911. The records of 
something like 850 officers may be inspected in order to decide upon from 27 to 30 
to be advanced. Those passed over will have the remote chance of being selected by 
a Board to meet a year hence, unless, in the meantime, the law be changed. All 
officers who fail of selection, although admittedly active in their calling, in good 
health and with high qualifications, will be placed on the retired list. The waste of 
first class material properly has been described as appalling, and the danger of a 
retired list, which Congress might consider overloaded, is emphasized. The Secretary 
of the Navy appreciates this defect in the present system and has moved to ameliorate, 
but not to eliminate it. In his reference to personnel legislation in his amnuwal report, 
expressing the views of the Bureau of Navigation, he states that the department bill 
is partially based upon the report of the General Board. Td Our knowledge, this Board 
has gone much farther than the Department fn correcting the evils of the promotion 
system. Its views should be spread before the Service and the people so that they 
may be informed of what this body, supposed to be the final advisor of the Secretary, 
deems necessary for the improvement of the morale of the officer personnel.

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Army Eligibility Board Convenes—Five major generals of the Army gathered in 
Washington this week for the important task of compiling a list of colonels who shall 
be eligible for selection as general officers. This is in accordance with the provisions 
of the National Defense Act that “brigadier generals of the line shall be appointed 
from officers of the grade of colonel of the line whose names are borne on an eligible 
list prepared annually by a board of not less than five general officers of the line, not 
below the grade of major general.” 

Members of the board now meeting are Major Generals Fox Conner, Hugh A. 
Drum, George 8. Simonds, Herbert J. Brees, and John L. DeWitt. The board con- 
vened on Monday and the next day called, in a body, on General John J. Pershing, 
General of the Armies of the United States. 

In accordance with War Department policy, no advance announcement was made 
as to the membership of the board or its date of meeting. Likewise, the results of its 
work will be known to no one except the Secretary of War, the Chief of Staff, and the 
Adjutant General. A few years ago, individual colonels could inquire and they would 
be informed as to whether or not their names were carried on the eligibility list, but 
‘recently that was withdrawn so that now none can be advised as to whether or not he 
is eligible. 

With a large number of general officer vacancies scheduled to occur next year, 
the work of the board assumes proportionately greater importance than in previous 
years. 


‘Far Eastern Military Situation—The Japanese advance on the Shanghai Peninsula 
has continued the past week with great rapidity against the more than 350,000 Chinese 
troops still remaining. The advance is proceeding along three main roads leading to 
Nanking. Along the northern road the forces which occupied the important City of 
Wusih have advanced almost 70 miles beyond that city and are now approaching the 
town of Tanyang which is at the center of a first Chinese line of resistance extending 
from Chinkiang to Kintan. The center advance is proceeding along the road from 
Tai Hu, or Great Lake, to Nanking and has reached the town of Liyang. This advance 
is being made from troops who crossed Tai Hu on a flotilla of small craft previously 
organized by the Japanese. The third advance is along the main highway south of 
Tai Hu and on this road the Japanese forces have reached the town of Kwangteh, an 
advance of 50 miles since last week. 

It is apparent that the Chinese high command will have to decide before many 
more days as to whether the defense will be made along their final well prepared line 
surrounding Nanking from Chinkiang to Taiping with their backs to the Yangtze 
River, or whether they will abandon Nanking and proceed to the west of the Yangtze. 
There are no bridges across the Yangtze River back of the final position the Chinese 
have prepared, and only two other ways of exit open, one to the north through Chin- 
kiang, which is considered to be an impossible one due to the rapid advance of the 
Japanese along the area immediately south of the Yangtze and due to the fact that 
the river blockade at Kiangyan has been reported partially opened, thus allowing 
Japanese war vessels to proceed up to Chinkiang and cooperate with the land forces. 
The other exit is on the road leading south from Nanking through Taiping, Wuhu and 
Suancheng. However, the Japenese forces advancing along the main highway south 
of Tai Hu, which have reached Kwangteh, as reported above, have only some 50 odd 
miles to go before reaching Suancheng and having once reached this point any evacu- 
ation of the Nanking defense along the southern road would be impossible. Should, 
therefore, the Chinese elect to defend Nanking, they would be faced with the combined 
action of some thirteen Japanese divisions totaling over 300,000 men, a force which 
has not been stopped by any Chinese defense since the original line running north 
from Shanghai was broken, and which might, therefore, be expected to again break 
the Chinese defensive line, thus leaving the Chinese forces of some 350,000 men with 
no means of exit except by ferrying across the wide Yangtze River. 

In the North China theatre the situation remains unchanged. 


Governmental Reorganization—While consideration of Army and Navy legislation 
has been ruled out during the special session of Congress, one of the bills on the pro- 
gram—the Governmental reorganization measure—may have a more far-reaching 
effect on the National Defense than any strictly military or naval legislation. 

Two bills granting to the President for a limited time authority to transfer, 
consolidate, reorganize or abolish any Governmental agency are now before the 
Senate. One of them (HR 8202) has passed the House, having been drafted by a 
special House committee at the last session. The other, (S. 2970) similar in its general 
aspects but differing in important details was drafted by a Senate special subcom- 
mittee and is now on the Senate calendar awaiting action. Passage of a Govern- 
mental reorganization bill during the special session was asked by the President and 
while chances of its enactment this month are rapidly fading, action early in the 
regular session is likely. 

Restrictions written into both of the bills make it probable that the Armed Ser- 
vices will not lose any of their functions or agencies to other Governmental depart- 
ments. They both provide that the President may not abolish or transfer to any other 
agency any of the functions of the Engineer Corps of the Army. Furthermore, the 
President has stated that his plans for setting up seven regional planning groups 
contemplate that the Army Engineers shall retain control of rivers and harbors and 
flood control work. 

The House bill bars the Chief Executive from transferring the Coast Guard to 
the Navy Department, a move that has been suggested. The Senate bill does not con- 
tain this restriction. Under neither measure could the President consolidate the War 
and Navy Departments into one department if he should be so disposed. There is no 
restriction against transferring the Navy Hydrographic Office or the Naval Observa- 
tory to another department, a proposal that has: often been advanced. It will be re- 
called, however, that President Roosevelt ruled against such a move four years ago. 
In fact, he is supposed to have stated, when Commerce Department officials pointed 
to the similarity of work performed by the Hydrographic Office and the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey as an argument to transferring the Naval agency’s functions to the 

“Commerce bureau that he believed that the Navy might well take over the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey. ' 
: It is within the two Defense departments that the reorganization bill may bring 
important changes. There has been agitation from several sources for centralization 
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of authority within the Navy Department. The existing organization gives much bi 
authority and independence to the various bureaus and the efficient operation of 
the Department depends upon the willingness of the bureau chiefs to cooperate 
Critics contend that regardless of whether or not the existing set-up is now operating - 
satisfactorily, the system is faulty in that efficient operation depends upon the ability " 
of changing personnel to work together. They advocate that a chain of military 
command should be established in the Department and the proposals range from th 
increasing to a moderate degree the power of the Chief of Naval Oprations to the creg. to 
tion of an all-powerful General Staff. fo 

Consideration of this problem and of any possible reorganization of the War De. of 
partment has been given but little study as yet, but if and when the President jg $5.

Service Appropriation Bills—Representative J. Buell Snyder, chairman of thf ,,., 
House subcommittee on military appropriations, said this week that he looked for had t 
the 1989 Army supply bill to be “measurely larger” than the current budget, and that pra ct 





he wanted to provide increased funds for new weapons and equipment. 

“We will begin hearings on the Army budget estimates between Jan. 10 and 15,” 
he stated. “I cannot see how next year’s bill can fail to be larger than the one passed 
last year. Three factors make an increase inevitable. Prices are higher. This wil 
enlarge the bill without providing any additions to the Army. Then we want to in 
crease the enlisted strength from 162,000 to 165,000, and to allow additional funds 
for materiel. Last year only 41%4 percent of the Army budget went for materiel—new 
weapons, tanks, aircraft, equipment. We should provide 6 percent annually to give 
the Army the minimum it needs.” 

Congressman Snyder said that he had had several conferences with War Depart 
ment officials on the estimates. In advocating that 6 percent of next year’s enlarged 
bill be allowed for materiel, however, he emphasized that this was his own personil 
view and indicated that a lesser proportion would probably be approved by the Bureal 
of the Budget. 

The subcommittee on naval appropriations will begin hearings next week, probt- 
bly Wednesday. It is hoped that the bill will be ready to report at the opening of 
the regular session. Hearings on the Treasury-Postoflice appropriation bill are 
ready underway. Coast Guard officials expect to be called in the next few days.

puild up a reserve of tools, jigs, dies, and gages, Representative Smith said: 

“World conditions today make it difficult to obtain materials for tool steels. The 
cutting off of the tungsten supply from China brings sharply home to us our deficiency 
in tools for the purpose of preparedness. It is time we moved to remedy this situation.” 

The educational orders bill is strongly backed by the War Department. For years 
the Office of the Assistant Secretary of War has been urging that it be given authority 
to place such orders in order that its industrial mobilization plans may be carried 
forward from a “paper” stage into the realm of actual practice. Recently Secretary 
of War Woodring secured the approval of the Bureau of the Budget to a five year 
$5,000,000 program, under the Smith bill and action on it will be sought early in the 
regular session. 

War procurement plans have occupied the attention of the Office of the Assistant 
Secretary of War since the war and its program has been brought up to the point 
where practical training of selected manufacturing firms is essential. Assistant Sec- 
retary Johnson stated recently that the War Department has now surveyed 12,000 
manufacturing plants and worked out plans for them to be converted into munitions 
works on the declaration of war. Full information is on file as to each of the plants 
and definite war production schedules prepared. Personnel of the plants—the manage- 
ment, engineers and workmen—know what they are to do, and have plans, blueprints, 
and specifications of the war equipment they are to produce, but they have no prac- 
tical experience, It is here that educational orders would round out the program. 


Control Over Service Pay—The Judge Advocate General of the Navy, in an opin- 
ion published in current court martial orders, holds that the Department is without 
authority to exercise control over the pay of officers or enlisted men, such as forcing 
them to make allotments. In the digest of the opinion it is stated: “A summary court- 
martial specification alleged that the accused, ‘having * * * been lawfully ordered by 
the Bureau of Navigation, Navy Department, through its representative, * * *, then 
a lieutenant, U. S. Navy, commanding officer of said ship, to register an allotment for 
one half of his monthly pay for the support of his wife and minor child, did then and 
there refuse to obey and did wilfully disobey said lawful order.’ Held that this 
specification was fatally defective ; the Navy Department, or any officer, is without 
outhority to order an officer or enlisted man to make out allotments, to pay debts, or 
to exercise control or direction in any other manner over the pay of any person in 
the naval service.” 


Army Enlisted Pay—The subject of enlisted pay as treated in secretary Woodring’s 
report may well receive consideration in Congress. That enlisted men of the Army 
should be given parity in pay with the Navy enlisted ranks, was the belief expressed 
by Representative J. Buell Snyder, chairman of the House military appropriations 
subcommittee this week. 

“When the service pay tables were drafted 30 years ago,” he said, “there may 
have been some reasons for paying soldiers less than sailors. The men of the Navy 
had to be more skilled and better qualified than the Army private. Today, however, 
practically every soldier has something to do with machines. The Army is mechanized 
and there is no reason why the basic pay of the soldier should be $21 a month and that 
of the Navy man $36. This disparity runs all along the line.” 

Although the pay of the seventh grade in the Navy is the same as that in the 
Army, recruits advance to the sixth pay grade after three months in a training 
station and one month at sea. Army privates usually serve a year or two or even 
more before advancing to the sixth pay grade which is only $30 a month as against $36 
inthe Navy. Navy pay for the fourth and fifth grades is higher than in the Army, 
while in the upper three pay grades of each service, the pay scale is the same. More- 
over, the Navy has a much larger number of men in the upper grades than does the 
Army. On behalf of the Navy, however, it is pointed out that while the Army is much 
more mechanized than formerly, it is not completely so as is the sea service. 

Legislation would be required to equalize the pay rates for the two services, but 
early promotion of Army seventh grade men to the sixth grade and faster promotion 
all along the line, it is pointed out, would greatly aid the situation. This could be 
effected simply by allowing additional funds in the Army appropriation bill for en- 
listed pay, a matter which is within the cognizance of Mr. Snyder’s subcommittee. 

A bill has been introduced in the House by Representative Peterson, of Florida, 
providing for an increase in pay for the enlisted personnel of the Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps and Coast Guard of $9.00 per month in each of the enlisted grades. Under this 
legislation, the base pay of enlisted men in the Army and the Marine Corps would be 
increased from $21.00 to $30.00 a month in the seventh grade, from $30.00 to $39.00 
in the sixth, from $42.00 to $51.00 in the fifth, from $54.00 to $63.00 in the fourth, from 
$72.00 to $81.00 in the third, from $84.00 to $93.00 in the second and from $126.00 to 
$135.00 in the first. 

This bill would bring the pay of the enlisted man of the Army up to the same 
level as the pay of the Civilian Conservation Corps enrolles, a point that has been 
brought up many times by advocates for higher pay in the services. 

In the Navy, the bill would increase the enlisted man’s pay from $21.00 to $30.00 
&month in the seventh grade, from $36.00 to $45.00 in the sixth, from $54.00 to $63.00 
in the fifth, from $60.00 to $69.00 in the fourth, from $72.00 to $81.00 in the third, from 
$84.00 to $93.00 in the second and, in the first grade, chief petty officers with acting 
’ppointments would be increased from $99.00 to $108.00, while chief petty officers with 
Permanent appointments would have their pay increased from $126.00 to $135.00. 
The bill has been referred to the House Military Affairs Committee. 


Retention of Animals in Army—Protagonists of the military value of mounted 
troops and animal drawn artillery who fear the rise of motorization and modernization 
May result in too greatly minimizing the older form, are gratified at the statement 
of Secretary of War Woodring, in his annual report, that “horses still have an im- 
Port place in military operations.” 

“Mounted troops,” the Secretary said, “are of great value in certain situations 
and some horse drawn light artillery can probably be advantageously used. Animal 
Pack trains will always be required on mountain trails and elsewhere in terrain that 

be otherwise traversed.” 
| The emphasis being placed on mechanization and motorization in the develop- 
Ment of fast tanks, motor personnel carriers, and huge aircraft, may, it has been 
*ared, result in neglecting the historic army horse and mule. Cavalrymen and 
en particularly, are pleased that their Secretary appreciates the value of 
the older forms and intends to retain it for those purposes in which it is still superior. 
Ih Addition to the ability of animals to negotiate terrain impassable to motors, their

advocates point out that the animals can subsist on the land whereas motors must have 
their fuel, that animals can put forth efforts even though fodder and water have 
been scarce. 


Service Test of Y1A-18 Twin Engined Attack Airplanes—The Army Air Corps has 
concluded the initial phases of the service test of its new twin engined attack air- 
plane the Y1A-18 at Barksdale Field, La. 

This new type was designed and built to fill a particular need often expressed 
in Army Attack circles for more speed, greater armament load, and higher perform- 
ance combined with greater visibility for the combat crew. It has been undergoing 
secret tests in the 3rd Attack Group of the GHQ Air Force where its maintenance 
characteristics, flying qualities and military utility are being compared with those 
of single engine attack planes and with the desired requirements. 

All these features the service sought to have designed into this new article. Its 
twin engines, added power and special design give it greatly improved visibility for 
the pilot, a very necessary requirement in view of the low altitude at which attack 
planes do their military missions. 

Daily during the past two weeks pilots of the 3rd Attack Group have been flying 
these new planes over the gunnery and bombing range, firing the machine guns and 
dropping bombs to test in hard-flight service every feature of this new type. The 
Y1A-18 is powered by two single row, nine cylinder engines delivering more than 800 
horsepower each, Delivery of this plane to the Army is in accordance with the present 
policy of Secretary of War Woodring, to equip each unit of the GHQ Air Force with 
the latest type of military planes obtainable. 


To Reconstruct old Fort Phil Kearny—Fort Phil Kearny, historic outpost of the 
United States Army during the winning of the West, and scene of two bloody Indian 
massacres, Will be partially reconstructed by CCC enrollees, 

The U. 8. Forest Service will supervise the work on the project of a crew of CCC 
enrollees detached from Camp F-34 on the Bighorn National Forest. Operations are ex- 
pected to begin shortly after the first of the year on the fort site, 22 miles south of 
Sheridan, Wyoming. 


Losses Due to Foreign Exchange—The Comptroller General this week held that the 
rule stated in 14 Comp. Gen. 575, that salary losses incurred by employees due + 
appreciation of foreign currencies are for computation on the basis of a full day's 
compensation when during more than 12 hours of the time between midnight and 
midnight, the employee is in the status of service in a foreign country by reason of 
being en route to or from a foreign duty station, is not for application to situations 
other than those involving salary losses at the beginning or ending of a foreign duty 
status. 

The rule stated in 12 Comp. Gen, 429, relative to the basing of per diems in lieu 
of subsistence on the actual portions of days involved—instead of the usual basis of 
six-hour periods, it was held, is for application when a change in the rate of per diem 
takes place during a day while in a continuous travel status, that is, when more than 
one rate of per diem is authorized for the period an officer or employee is in a travel 
status, and is not applicable to the computation of exchange losses due to the appreci- 
ation of foreign curencies.

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Secretary Urges Reserve Training 

An increase to 120,000 assignable re- 
serve officers with annual training assured 
for at least 30,000 is recommended by 
Secretary of War Woodring in his annual 
report made public this week. 

“Based on the experience in past wars,” 
Mr. Woodring said, “the National Defense 
Act wisely makes provision for the avail- 
ability of a Reserve component designed 
to bring the Army toward the strength 
necessary to meet emergency conditions. 

“Commendable progress has been made 
in the development of the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps, which on April 6, 1917, had a 
strength of approximately 2,900, and 
which on June 30, 1937, consisted of 96,545 
assignable officers, an increase of nearly 
1,000 in the past year. Thus we are mov- 
ing toward our objective of 120,000 assign- 
able Reserve officers for mobilization pur- 
poses in a logical way, replacing the older 
officers and expanding our Reserve Corps 
by annual accretions of college-trained 
junior officers. 

“The professional standards of the 
corps of officers of our Army must be 
maintained at the highest practicable 
level, and to do this, provision should be 
made for training at least 30,000 of our 
assignable Reserve officers annually. 
Having in mind the lessons of our past 
wars and the marked advance in the 
technical aspects of military science, this 
number of 14-day trainees should be con- 
sidered a minimum. 

“During the past year available funds 
permitted the training of approximately 
22,000 for 14-day periods. In addition, 
there were approximately 820 Reserve 
lieutenants on active duty for 1 year with 
the Regular Army under the terms of the 
Thomason Act; 375 on extended active 
duty as pilots in the Air Corps; and 6,621 
on duty with the Civilian Conservation 
Corps. While those on OCC duty received 
no military training they had valuable 
experience in administration and leader- 
ship and in the technique of supply which 
will greatly enhance their worth as Army 
officers. 

“The enlisted reserve of the United 
States Army has only a nominal strength 
at present of 3,189. The necessity of a 
sizeable reserve of trained enlisted 
specialists is self-evident. We will be at a 
distinct disadvantage during the mobiliza- 
tion period of a major war if we lack 
trained men to fill key positions in the 
ranks. I strongly recommend that a start 
be made toward an ultimate strength of 
150,000 in the enlisted reserve. 

“At present our Reserve officers are re- 
cruited largely from the Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps of our colleges and from 
the graduates of citizens’ military training 
camps. The ROTC courses of our schools 
and colleges are very popular and there 
are many applications in the War Depart- 
ment for the establishment of additional 
ROTC units. Lack of funds and of com- 
missioned personnel to act as instructors 
has prevented the approval of many appli- 
cations. I hope that in the coming year 
it will be possible to meet the wishes of 
some of the school authorities who desire 
to have such units. 

“The citizens’ military training camps 
held each summer continue to attract 
large numbers of our young men. The 
results have met with universal acclaim. 
As funds become available I hope that it 
will be possible to enlarge these camps to 
provide for an increasing number of 
qualified applicants.”

National Guard Increase 


An increase of the National Guard to 
210,000 is recommended by Secretary of 
War Woodring in his annual report to 
the President, made public this week. 

Treating of the National Guard, Mr. 
Woodring said : 

Modest increases were made in the strength 
of the National Guard during the past year. 
On June 30, 1937, there were 13,906 commis- 
sioned officers and 178,051 enlisted men in the 
Guard. This was an aggregate increase of 
about 3,000 over the previous year. 

The responsibilities of the National Guard 
are such that it should be strong enough to 
provide an effective force for immediate serv- 
ice In case of emergency. At its present 
strength of 192,000 the National Guard is short 
of the number required to make it well 
balanced in all of the arms and services neces- 
sary for immediate field duty. It is recom- 
mended that its strength be increased to a 
total of 210,000 officers and enlisted men by 
annual increments of approximately 5,000. 

There has been a steady improvement in the 
efficiency of the troops of the National Guard. 
Organizations are gradually being reequipped, 
and training methods are improving. The 
soldiers of National Guard units have demon- 
strated in annual field exercises the value of 
the armory training they have recetved dur- 
ing the year. The showing made in the field 
has been a great credit to the officers and men 
of these organizations. 

National Guard troops are now making wide 
use of motor transportation. In many in- 
stances motor trucks have been used to trans- 
port organizations to and from summer train- 
img camps. This has not only resulted in a 
considerable saving in time and expense but 
also has afforded the units valuable experi- 
ence in moving long distances over highways. 

Joint field exercises of Regular Army and 
National Guard troops ‘have been moatuatlty 
profitable to both elements and have imparted 
a realism to troop training. Considerable con- 
centration of trops in strategic areas has made 
it possible to advance the knowledge of offi- 
cers and men in the tactical employment of 
larger units. It has likewise tended to unify 
and standardize methods of instruction tn all 
elements of the United States Army. 





Reserves Hear General Drum 


Maj. Gen. Hugh A. Drum, USA, who 
recently assumed command of the Sixth 
Corps Area, has completed a tour of the 
military activities in his new command 
in the course of which he had much con- 
tact with reserve officers and their work. 

About thirty Regular National Guard 
and Reserve officers of Madison, Wisc., 
had the privilege of being with the Gen- 
eral at a luncheon given in his honor at 
the Madison, Club. 

There was a similar occasion at the 
University Club in Milwaukee, when Gen- 
eral Drum addressed the Milwaukee 
Chapter, R.O.A. Taking up first the 
strategic importance of the Hawaiian Is- 
lands, the General described some of the 
changes which had been made in their 
defenses, and stressed the necessity of 
providing for an adequate food supply 
under any circumstances. In another part 
of his address he discussed the rapid ad- 
vances being made in wmotorization, 
mechanization and aviation. 

Commenting on the Organized Reserves, 

1 Drum emphasized the compon- 
ent’s growing importance in the general 
plan of National Defense and described 
the Reserve Officers’ Association as the 
family of the Reserves to which all offi- 
cers should belong and give their loyal 
support.

QM Reserve Study Courses 


The office of the Quartermaster Genera!

Maj. Gen. Julian L. Schley, Chief of

mittee, explained he had discussed the 
project with General Pershing, and that 
the latter had urged the passage of the 
authorizing bill. The General, Mr. Bland 
said, was in agreement with him and 
Senator Sheppard that moneys would not 
be sought for the work until the Treasury 
is in a more satisfactory condition. The 
Committee showed entire sympathy with 
the plan to recognize the achievement of 
General Goethals, and voted to report the 
bill favorably. 





Increase in Naval Reserve 


A ten per'cent increase in the personnel 
of the United States Naval Reserve was 
shown in the figures compiled in the an- 
nual report of Rear Admiral Adolphus 
Andrews, USN, Chief of the Bureau of 
Navigation. 

Pointing out that the requirements of 
the first 120 days of war is the basis upon 
which the number of reservists to be 
trained is predicated, Admiral Andrews 
said that on June 30, 1937 there were a 
total of 11,733 officers and 37,138 enlisted 
men in the Naval Reserve, an increase of 
905 officers and 2,805 enlisted men over 
the previous year, or about ten per cent. 

With regard to Naval Reserve ap- 
propriations, it was revealed that of the 
$7,868,469 appropriated for the Naval 
Reserve, $5,334,303 was devoted to avia- 
tion pay and activities, and $2,534,116 to 
the sea going branch. 

The wide differentiation in the amount 
devoted to the aviation branch and the 
sea going branch is an indication of just 
how much the Navy wants and needs a 
trained aviation reserve personnel. In 
Washington, Naval officials said that the 
Reserve aviation plan was one of the 
most successful ever undertaken and that 
every effort would be made to expand it 
to the limits set by the five year Naval 
Reserve plan approved by the Secretary 
in January of this year. 

On June 30, 259 Aviation Cadets were 
undergoing training at Pensacola, and 295 
were performing active duty with the 
fleet. The large number under instruc- 
tion required the addition of 883 Naval 
Reserve Aviators ordered to active duty 
to assist in instruction. These officers 
augmented the regular personnel of the 
station engaged in training officers for 
aviation. It has been found necessary to 
order to active duty 21 additional Naval 
Reserve Aviators now stationed at Re- 
serve Aviation Bases in connection with 
this training. 

Naval Reserve activities with the 
Civilian Conservation Corps continued, 
170 officers of the Naval Reserve being 
on duty with this Corps on June 30, 1937. 
This is a reduction of 74 officers from 
the number on duty on June 80, 1936. 
This reduction results from the total re- 
duction of CCC activities during this 
year. An Executive Order prescribed that 
4 ner cent of the total number of Reserve 
Officers on active duty with the CCC 
should be Naval Reserve and Marine 
Corps Reserve Officers. The Corps Area 
Commanders and the District Command- 
ants have allotted their respective quotas 
in accordance with this Order. 

With regard to the distribution of the 
Naval Reserve, Admiral Andrews said : 

“Bach Naval District is assigned a 
quota of Naval Reserve officers and men 
of the various classes for procurement 
and assignment to mobilization require- 
ments. The quotas are based on popula- 
tion and district mobilization require- 
ments. There are 149 actively drilling 
fleet divisions of the Sea going Fleet Re- 
serve located in 82 different cities of the 
continental United States and one in 
Hawaii. In addition, there are 31 active- 
ly drilling divisions of the Aviation Fleet 
Reserve located in 13 different cities of 
the continental United States.”

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New Merchant Marine Bill 


In line with the recommendations of the 
U. 8. Maritime Commission in its recent 
survey of the American shipping, Chair- 
man Bland of the House Merchant Marine 
Committee has introduced legislation to 
make far-reaching changes in the existing 
Merchant Marine Act. 


Hearings were started on the measure 
before the House Committee, Thursday, 
and Joseph P. Kennedy, chairman of the 
Maritime Commission, urged extensive 
revision of the present law along the lines 
of the Bland bill, and asked for further 
changes. 

“The present act is the worst that has 
ever been seen,” he stated. “We cannot 
do anything with the law as it is now.” 

The measure would extend the author- 
ity of the Commission to cover trans- 
oceanic aircraft as well as water trans- 
port, and make extensive changes in the 
foreign differential subsidies allowed and 
other important alterations in the fiscal 
relations between the Government and the 
subsidized lines. 

“Before going into the proposed amend- 
ments,"’ Mr. Kennedy said, “I desire to discuss 
briefly reasons why the United States needs a 
merchant marine, The principal reasons, of 
course, are commerce and defense, Were the 
world organized on a basis of perpetual peace, 
we might be justified in entrusting our goods 
to those who could carry them at the lowest 
rates. Unfortunately the world is not at 
peace and a merchant marine of some pro- 
portions is a necessary precaution against 
the disruption of our trade through the 
withdrawal of foreign carriers, The Com- 
mission's survey found little to substantiate 
the claim that American vessels reduce rates 
or prevent discrimination. The survey did 
find, however, that American vessels in a 
trade tend to improve the service given to 
our goods, and that, in the final analysis, we 
have no other insurance against a repetition 
of the situation confronting us in the early 
part of the World War. 

“It must also be pointed out that the United 
States is maintaining, as a defensive measure, 
one of the largest navies in existence, That 
navy would be greatly handicapped without 
a plentiful supply of efficient modern mer- 
chant vessels.” 

Discussing labor conditions, Mr. Ken- 
nedy said: 

“Perhaps the most difficult problem with 
which the Commission has been confronted is 
that of seagoing personnel, At present, labor 
conditions aboard American vessels are in a 
deplorable state. Unless something can be 
done to reduce interunion friction, to increase 
the efficiency of crews and to restore order 
and discipiine aboard our ships, all of the 
Government's efforts to develop a_ strong 
American merchant marine will be futile. 

“Despite the efforts made by the Commis- 
sion to give American seamen on subsidized 
vessels superior working conditions and de- 
cent wages, there is little likelihood of an 
early solution of the serious labor situation 


with which we are confronted without addi- | 


tional legislation. 


“Present conditions in the American mer- | 


chant marine are very unsatisfactory. Order 
and discipline have largely disappeared, Pas- 
gengers are all too frequently subjected to 
insolent and impertinent treatment; vessels 





have been delayed by the frequent use of the | 


‘sit-down’ and ‘quickie’ at the last minute 
before sailing time. Such conditions must be 
remedied forthwith or disgusted shippers and 
worried travelers will turn to the vessels of 
our competitors.”

Financial Digest 

From all sections of the country re- 
ports continue to reach Washington that 
what the President describes as a “re- 
cession” is continuing. Business activity, 
according to the New York Times chart, 
is slowing still further, steel production 
is declining, and the power output has 
fallen to what it was in January, 1936. 

The hopes of business improvement are 
centered upon what is transpiring in 
Washington. The President sent two mes- 
sages to Congress this week, one to stimu- 
late private housing construction through 
an expenditure over five years, estimated 
to amount to from 12 to 14 billions. Be- 
fore his departure for a Florida fishing 
trip, he inaugurated negotiations with 
private public utility leaders which give 
promise of mutual concessions that will 
result in a truce in the warfare between 
the Government and the indutsry. How- 
ever, simultaneously with the institution 
of these negotiations, he gave out a re- 
port made by Frank P. Walsh, of the New 
York Power Commission, bitterly attack- 
ing eastern utilities, especially for the 
character of the propaganda they were 
circulating. Also made public was a re-

port of the Security Exchange Commiy 
sion, condemning practices of the Ney 
York Stock Exchange and demanding 
their correction. A few days later, Attor. 
ney General Cummings denounc 
monopolies, and instituted an anti-trog 
suit against the Western Union and Po 
tal Telegraph Companies. Thus businegy 
which had hopes that the Administratig, 
would return to orthodox policies, hy 
been disappointed, and this disappoint. 
ment has been emphasized by the actin 
of the Administration in preventing ip. 
mediate repeal of the corporation surply 
profits tax and the capital gains tay 
There is promise that these taxes will lk 
sharply modified early in the Regular ge. 
sion. 

Concerning Business, also, is the pené. 
ing wage and hour bill, which will be cop. 
sidered by the House as a result of the 
discharge by petition of the Rules Cop. 
mittee of that Chamber. Construction ha 
lagged because of high labor and materia) 
cost, and while the President is havin 
the Federal Trade Commission investi. 
gate the part monopoly has played ip 
such costs, the fact remains that to put 
wages and hours under political domi 
nation would result in further hiking o 
the costs. The President has represented 
that he is determined to balance the bué- 
get, and to do so Business fears the tar 
revision underway will lead to the im 
position of increased taxes. 

Under the circumstances, trading 
the New York Stock Exchange has bea 
comparatively limited, although the Fed 
eral Reserve Board reports an increase i 
$16,000,000 in loans to brokers. Rumor 
are current that if Business fails to take 
up the slack of employment, the President 
will insist that the Federal Government 
will do so. In such case, all chance of 
balancing the budget will disappear, ani

They should be well trained in their 
duties and they should be equipped with the

Shortage of Officers 


At present our Regular Army, though 
slightly larger than a year ago, is too small to 
accomplish efficiently the tasks for which it 
js responsible, There is a shortage of com 
missioned officers, which makes it difficult to 
provide the instructors required for the 
civilian elements of our Army and at the same 
time to furnish leadership for troop units. 
Additional enlisted men are required for vari 
ous organizations, particularly for our ex 
panded Air Corps and for antiaircraft regi 
ments. 

The War Department is cooperating with 
other Government departments in the admin 
istration of the Civilian Conservation Corps. 
The War Department responsibilities in this 
connection include the organization, training, 
administration, and supply of work compa 
nies. Much of the details of this important 
task is handled in a highly efficient manner 
by Reserve officers on extended active duty. 
The outstanding success of the Corps in giv 
ing to hundreds of thousands of young men 
useful outdoor employment in our national 
parks and forests is a great credit to the Di 
retor of the Corps and to all participating 


agencies. The War Department is happy to 
continue to assist in this highly important 
work. 


The War Department is being increasingly 
handicapped by the lack of an appropriate 
wilding to house its various activities in 
Washington. At present the Department oc 
capies some 20 buildings in the National 
Capital. Some of these are Government owned 
and others are rented. These structures are 
practically all unsuited for the needs of the 
Department. Valuable records, referred to 
constantly in the course of routine transac 
tions, are stored in widely scattered struc 
tures where they are not readily accessible 
and where they are exposed to danger of fire. 
Itis urgently recommended that construction 
ofa new War Department building be begun 
in the immediate future. 

During the past year further have 
heen taken toward unifying the organization, 
training, and equipment of the Regular Army, 
the National Guard, and the Organized Re 
erves, Training exercises were held in vari 
is parts of the country, in which troops of 
the Regular Army and National Guard par 
ticipated. These maneuvers were mutually 
beneficial to both elements of our Army and 
this type of training has resulted in tangible 
improvements in our national defense, Dur 
ing the year more Reserve officers were on 
«tended active duty than at any period since 
the World War. This training was of ex 
eeptional value both to the individual officers 
md to the Army as a whole.

Personnel 


On June 30, 1937, the close of the fiscal year, 

the strength of the Regular Army, exclusive 
the Philippine Scouts, was 12,269 officers 
ind 158,626 enlisted men. In the Philippine 
Scouts there were 45 officers and 6,367 enlisted 
men, The number of enlisted men in the 
Regular Army increased by about 12.000 dur 
‘ng the past year. Current appropriations will 
limit the number of enlisted men during the 
ming fiseal year to about 162,000, The re 
‘ruits obtained during the past year have been 
a particularly high type. They have readily 
‘similated their military training and are 
"pldly becoming fine soldiers. 

During the past year the number of com 
Missioned officers increased by about 200. This 
nerease still leaves the Army far short of its 
oper complement of officers. It must be re 
membered that our officers are needed not only 
our troop units, but also to serve as in 
“ructors for the civilian components of the 
Army, for staff and overhead duty at War De 
Mrtment and field headquarters, as faculty 
Md students at service schools and for a 
wide variety of nonmilitary duties such as 
"er and harbor improvements, the mainte 
“ae and operation of the Panama Canal, 
ind other similar activities.

Academy at West Point. The Congress re 
cently authorized an increase in the corps of 
Cadets at the Military Academy from 1,374 to 
1,960. There are now approximately 1,800 
cadets and by next year it is probable that the 
number will be close to the authorized en 
rollment. The number of graduates from the 
Military Academy each year is scarcely more 
than sufficient to fill vacancies in the existing 
strength of the officers of the Army. Hence, 
any additional commissioned personnel that 
might be authorized would come from other 
sources, principally from graduates of the Re 
serve Officers’ Training Corps of our colleges, 


Training “Subalterns” 

Under authority of the Thomason Act, re 
cently passed by Congress, the War Depart 
ment called to active duty during the past 
year 1,000 Reserve second lieutenants and 
placed them on duty with the Regular Army 
at various posts throughout the country. Of 
this number, 820 completed 1 year’s course of 
training. Fifty of these young officers were 
given permanent commissions in the Regular 
Army. They were selected as a result of com 
petitive examinations, During the coming year 
about 650 officers will be trained under this 
authorization, 

The young men undergoing training under 
the Thomason Act are alert, intelligent, and 
enthusiastic officers. However, the authority 
to utilize these officers on extended active duty 
does not relieve the shortage of commissioned 
personnel, In reality it only emphasizes it, 
since it increases the duties of experienced 
officers by making them responsible for the 
training of these young subalterns, 

The spirit of men of all ranks in the Regu 
lar Army has been high. Increase in enlisted 
personnel has rounded out the organizations 
and has made it possible to carry on troop 
training with greater efficiency. Improved 
housing has contributed to increased con 
tentment, Ilowever, there are still many posts 
that are sadly in need of rehabilitation and 
many new barracks and quarters are needed 
to provide adequately for the comfort of the 
personnel, 


Reequipment of Troops 
Marked progress has been made in modern 
izing the equipment of our Army. Our pro 
gram contemplates over a period of years 
practically the complete reequipment of our 
troops with the latest and best in transporta 
tion, means of communication, and weapons 

This program should be accelerated, 


The most noticeable recent advances have 
been in aircraft. We now have on hand ap 
proximately 1,000 new military airplanes, 


nearly all of them less than 3 years old, and 
another 1,000 are under order. In addition, we 
have on hand several hundred serviceable 
planes, classified as obsolete, These older 
planes will all be replaced within the next 
year or two, 

Our goal in airplane strength is 2. 
ern, serviceable planes, to be attained not later 
than June 30, 140. This number was recom 
mended highly desirable by the Baker 
Board 3 years ago. Subsequent studies have 
contirmed the conclusions of the Baker Board 
with to this number, Recent aviation 
developments have produced military air 
planes of much greater speeds, with much 
greater range, and much more effective than 
any visualized 3 years ago. Hence, an air 
fleet of 2.320 planes today is several times 
more powerful than one of a comparable nu 
merical strength a few years ago. 

Foreign countries ure making heavy in 
creases in the strength of their air arms and 
most of the first-class powers have many more 
airplanes on hand or under construction than 
we have. Llowever, in quality our new planes 
are at least the equal and probably the su 
perior, type for type, of any military air 
planes in the world, Our program of airplane 
procurement does not contemplate attaining 
the numbers possessed by other countries. 
With our favorable geographic position and 
our determination to use our military strength 
only for defensive purposes, we believe that 
2.520 military airplanes will be sufficient for 
our needs. If funds are made available we hope 
to attain this number by 1940. Thereafter, it 
will be necessary to procure approximately 
DOO new airplanes each year to replace ob 
solete and unserviceable craft and to keep our 
equipment abreast of current developments,

Aircraft Construction 


It should be borne in mind that modern 
aircraft cannot be quickly improvised, The 
construction of airplanes necessarily takes 
considerable time. Hence, our peacetime 
strength should approximate rather closely 
our requirements in war. Furthermore, in a 
major war our air arm would probably be 


engaged almost immediately on the opening 
of hostilities, Therefore, it is desirable that it 
be practically on a war footing in time of 
pence, 

While we are procuring up-to-the-minute 
aircraft in sufficient quantities to bring our 
air strength gradually up to our require 
ments, we are at the same time encouraging 
the experimental development of new types 
that we may continually improve the 
quality of our equipment. In this way we 


80 


guard against over-standardization of air 
planes and we are able to take advantage of 
technical improvements as rapidly as they 
are developed. 

In the procurement of other types of equip 
ment we have not been progressing as rapidly 
as desirable. We lack sufficient antiaircraft 
artillery to provide properly for the defense 
of vital areas. I hope that sufficient funds may 
be made available to permit the orderly pro 
curement of sufficient modern equipment for 
all antiaircraft regiments of the Regular 
Army and National Guard and for a sizeable 
reserve for emergency use. A good start has 
been made toward modernizing our seacoast 
defenses, but much more is needed in arma 
ment and other equipment to provide for the 
effective defense of our vital harbors, 

Substantial progress has been made in the 
modification of field guns and carriages to 
provide for high speed towage and for greater 
flexibility of fire. The Army has large amounts 
of horse-drawn artillery which may be towed 
by motor vehicles when properly equipped, 
By other modifications the field of fire can 
be greatly increased, 

Interesting developments have been made in 
the use of tanks and other self-propelled 
mechanized weapons in warfare. The United 
States Army has evolved a fast, light tank 
that seems to meet our defensive requirements 
in this type of weapon, It is more sturdy than 
some of the light tanks developed in foreign 
countries and yet is capable of relatively high 
speeds both on the highway and across coun 
try. We are still far short of our requirements 
in these tanks but definite progress is being 
made, so that in a few years we hope to have 
a formidable number, However, to accom 
plish this the production of tanks should be 
accelerated. 


Need for Motor Vehicles 

Motor vehicles are being used and 
more by the Army, not only to replace wagon 
transportation for hauling supplies but also 
as personnel carriers. Trucks are ropacuge 
animals in division supply trains and we hope 
to motorize all regimental field trains, Motors 
will ultimately be used in approximately 70 
percent of our field artillery and elsewhere

whenever their use will be tactically advan 
tageous and practically economical, To ae 
complish this the Army will require about 
7,500 additional motor vehicles 


Horses still have an important place in milli 
tary operations. Mounted troops are of great 


value in certain situations and some horse 
drawn light artillery can probably be advan 
tageously used, Animal pack trains will al 


ways be required on mountain trails and else 
where in terrain that cannot be otherwise 
traversed, 

The procurement of semiautomatic shoulder 
rifles and of light and heavy machine guns is 
a continuing program of the War Depart 
ment. However, it will probably several 
years before sufficient numbers are procured 
to meet the needs of our organizations and to 
provide a reasonable war reserve, Hence, this 
procurement also should be accelerated, 

One of the most important projects now 
under study by the War Department the 
reorganization and modernization of the in 
fantry division. Our present division at war 
strength has an aggregate personnel of about 
22,000, Practically all professional opinion is 
in agreement that the number much too 
large. After studies covering several years a 
tentative divisional organization was evolved 
with a war strength of 15,500, Field tests of 
this experimental division will held late 
this year in the vicinity of Fort Sam Houston, 
Tex. It is believed that this new division will 
prove much more mobile than the present or 
ganization and that with the tnerensed use 
of automatic weapons there will not bea great 
decrease in fire power. The problem of provid 
ing motor transportation for the rapid high 
way movement of the smaller division would 
be much less serious than for an orgaul ation 
the size of our present war strength division

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Col. R. S. Knox Retires 

After nearly forty years of military 
service, Col. Robert 8S. Knox, Inf., USA, 
post commander at Camp) Dix, New Jer- 
sey, passed to the retired list Tuesday, 
Noy. 30, having reached the statutory re- 
tirement age on Noy, 25. 

Seventeen years of his long Army serv- 
ice were spent in command of negro troops 
of the 24th and 25th regiments of U. 8, 
Infantry. A native Virginian, Colonel 
Knox, who was Chief of Staff of the 
Army’s Philippine Department before us 
suming command of Camp Dix last Nov- 
ember, began his military career at Fred- 
ericksburg, Va., where he organized a 
local organization of volunteers Just prior 
to the outbreak of the Spanish American 
War. 

When the company volunteered as a 
unit and was accepted by the War De- 
partment and assigned as a part of the 
Third Regiment of Volunteers, Colonel 
Knox was commissioned as a second lieu 
tenant in that unit May 17, 1808. As an 
officer of the 27th U. 8S. Volunteers, he 
sailed for the Philippines in September, 
TSo), 

His first engagement against the Fili 
ping insurgents Was at San Mateo, where 
Maj. Gen. Henry W. Lawton was killed 
during the flerce fighting. Since that time 
Colonel Knox has served three other tours 
in the Philippines. 

Following service along the Mexican 
Border, Colonel Knox was on duty at Ft. 
Leavenworth, Kans., when America en- 
tered the World War. Promoted to lieu- 
ienant-colonel, he was assigned as Divi 
sion Adjutant of the Sixth Division at 
Camp Forrest, Ga., and at Camp Chicka 
mauga, Tenn. Sailing for France July 6, 
1918, he served with the Sixth Division 
in the training area and ip the front line 
trenches in the Vosges Mountains until 
September, 1918. Then he was detailed 
as an oflicer-student at the General Staff 
College in France, becoming Assistant In 
spector General of the Second Army, AEF, 
upon graduation, and later served in the 
sume capacity with the Third Army at 
Coblenz, Germany. 

Upon his return to the United States 
Colonl Knox was graduated from the 
School of the Line at Ft. Leavenworth; 
the Field Officers Course at the Infantry 
School, Ft. Benning, Ga.; the General 
Staff School at Ft. Leavenworth, and the 
Army War College, Washington, D.C,
